Ttie returns for the year include 


seventy townships, giving uu area of 
1,249,768.07 acres of ugrioultural and 
grazing land, and 27,239.53 acres of 
mineral land, a total of 1,277,007.00 
acres. 


Tbe number of miles ran and marked 


in the field was 25 miles, G7 chains und 
39 links of Reservation lines; 88 miles 
31 chains and 39 links of Standard 
lines; 987 miles, G chains and 90 links 
of 
township hues; 
3,271 miles, 7G 


chains and 87 links of section lines; 33 
miles, G chains and 76 links of connect- 
ing lines; makiug a total of 4,406 miles, 
29 chains and 31 links. 


There were 35 applications for sur- 


vey of mineral claims embracing an 
area of 419.57 acres, and deposits for 
the same, $1,050. 


The number of plats made was 244 of 


township and exterior, uud 121 mineral 
plats, all of which, with transcript of 
field notes have been forwarded to 
Washington, and the triplicate plats 
filed in tbe local laud offices at Carson 
and Eureka. 


At tbe last session of the Legislature 


a memorial and resolution was unani- 
mously adopted asking the General 
Government to cede to tbe State of Ne- 
vanu all unsold lands within the Stale. 
Tbe United States hag been generous to 
Nevada in grants of public laii'is, hav- 
ing at divers and sundry times, granted 
it 2,732,875.70 acres, of which 953,- 
346.77 acres have been selected and ap- 
proved to tbe State up to January 1, 
18B5. These grants were eoujpriand iu 
the 
donations of tbe Sixteenth and 


Thirty-aixth Sections, Indemnity, (Lieu 
Land), Agricultural 
College, Univer- 


sity, Public Buildings, State Prison uud 
the Two-Million Acre grant. By reason 
of this last-named grant the State vir- 
tually controls the sale of tbe public 
lauds of tbe State, and the Government, 
in its generosity, pays for the surveys 
and expenses of maintaining a U. S. 
Surveyor General's office and two local 
land offices, all of which could be dis- 
pensed with and $40,000 per annum 
saved to the United States, by a com- 
pliance with the desire of the people of 
Nevada, as expressed 
through their 


Legislature. 
Under 
the two-million 


acre grant tbe Stjte selects when and 
where it pleases, disposes of it in 40 or 
640-acre tracts at $1 25 per acre, the 
purchaser paying one-fifth at the time 
of application, and being allowed twen- 
ty-five years to pay tbe $1 balance, at 6 
per cent, per annum interest. 
Even 


within the limits of tbe Central Pacific 
Railroad grant, where the Government 
asks double minimum or $2 50 per 
acre, tbe State takes advantage of its 
privileges and sells the same goods for 
one-balf the money. Tbe State laws 
are so liberal that it is only in excep- 


tional cases thot a person will give the 
Government the preference, and many 
waive homestead rights to deal directly 
with the State. 
The Stute sold 85,000 


acres in 1884, and its sales this ytar 
will exceed 100,000 acres. 
Within an- 


other year nearly every acre of luad 
reached by natural water will be dis- 
posed of, and tbe State will not then 
have exhausted more tban one qntuter 
of its grant. 
It will then have to re- 


duce the price ID 75 or 50 eentu per 
acre, and at that rate it will be ujany 
yearn before it will sell the remaining 
1,500,000 acres, and -when that is gone 
the probabilities are the Government 
will grant it more, and BO it will go on. 
The cession asked for, if gruuted, would 
be of advantage to both parties iu inter- 
est. 
The 
Governmi-ut 
\v.-jul<l be eu- 


.iblei't to c'lt uii its a l l o t m e n t for public 
surveys and its appropiiutions for land 
offices, and the Stute cun well afford to 
assume the.se expenses, in order to ob- 
tain absolute control of all lund within 
its borders, thereby enabling it to dis- 
pose of i* iu such quantities and upon 
such 
terms us it clause, hastening its 


sale to induce settlement aud create 
property, and otherwise perfecting such 
plans as would enable it to improve the 
natural waterways, build reservoirs, 
sink artesian wells, with the hope of 
ultimately reclaiming tructs now worth- 
lens, and accommodating those who de- 
sire to engage iu agricultural or stock- 
raising pursuits. 


MININQ. 


Nevada is no worse off than her 


neighbors. 
The bullion yield of the 


State shows uu improvement over last 
year, and will be close to ten millions 
of dollars. 
She has demonstrated, too, 


that rich ore exists more than three 
thousand loet below the surface of the 
earth, and tbe Hale & Norcross mine is 
entitled to the credit of making the first 
bullion shipment 
from such a gieat 


depth. 
The daily ore product of the 


Comstock mines is GOO tons, keeping 
over 200 stamps on the Carson river 
constantly employed in crushing it. Th« 
ore is low grade but returns a fair profit 
above expenses of mining and milling. 
By reason of tbis, extensive prospecting 
operations are being carried ou in nearly 
every prominent mine ou the lode, and 
there is every probability that valuable 
discoveries will be made in the near fu- 
ture. 
Tuscarora is still contributing to 


the wealth of the country. Eureka, 
Austin and Candelariti have done fairly 
well during the past year, aud will do 
better in the future. 
But there are 


hundreds 
of 
small 
miuea scattered 


throughout the State which have caused 
the bullion yield to be greater than last, 
year's product, and from these have 
come the mineral to more thau make up 
the deficit of the hitherto big districts. 
Prospecting is being as keeuly followed 
at «ver, and there would be an immense 
"boom"' in that line, if tbe prospector 
could be placed ou thu same footing 
as the farmer. 
Tbe greatest need of 


Nevada to-day ia reduction works. What 
Colorado has done van be discounted in 
Nevada, but private capital seemingly 
baa HO many attractions elsewhere that 
it is lotb to take hold of any enterprise 
in tbe State. An enlightened public 
sentiment will soon demand thit the 
State itself shall maintain reduction 
works iu connection with its State Uni- 
versity. This would prove a profitable 
investment 
to 
all 
concerned, 
and 


make work for hundreds, homes for 
thousands, and business for all. Min- 
ing is but iu its infancy here, and un- 
der proper systems, this State will some 
day resume her former position us the 
richest mineral State iu the Union. 


GRAZING . 


Wonderful progress has been made 


in the stock-raising business, and tbe 
rapid 
strides 
-with 
which 
it 
has 


made its mark, has directed attention 
to the unsurpassed facilities possessed 
by Nevada for the prosecution of tbis 
great and growing industry. Tbe coun- 
ties of Elko, Humboldt aud Washoe are 
the favored grazing sections, bat there 
are almost equal attractions in Churchill, 
Lander, Eureka, Esmeralda, Nye, White 
Pine and Lincoln counties. 
Nevada 


beef is juicy, firm and tender, and can 
not be improved upon in any other sec- 
tion of the United States. It is in de- 
mand in every market, and always com- 
mands tbe highest price. 
California 


butchers are hoping to substitute tbe 
inferior beef from tbe Southern Terri- 
tories and Mexico, but only tbe poorer 
classes will take it, and that because 


they think they are too poor to afford a 
butter quality. 
Nevada shipped 40,000 


head to California last year, but is now 
turning her attention Eastward, and if 
she can be given, as favorable terms as 
other "favorei nations," will compete 
with them for the trade of Chicago aud 
the Enst. 
The geographical situation 


of the Stute is excellent for stock-rnis- 
iog purposes, enabling it to escape the 
heavy snows aud blizzards uorth and 
the intense beat of the south. 
Cattle 


have magnificent Summer range, and 
the desert country affords them safe 
shelter and feed in the Winter, for the 
white sage, rabbit sage, hop sage, rab- 
bil brush, burr clover, rye grass, salt 
gruss, and four or five different varieties 
of bunch grass, together with the grease- 
woo'l, all of which are iudigeunus to 
the plains and deserts of Nevada, and 
which grow from one to six feet, fur- 
nish feed upon which cattle can live 
throughout eveu a hard Winter. 
The 


climate is so even and the grasses so 
nutritions that Nevada cattle attain 
greater growth and have more fat put 
upon them than the stall-fed cattle of 
the Western States, 
Tbe amount of 


capital invested in this industry is es- 
timated at $15,000,000. The State lnud 
sales are mostly for grazing purposes, 
aud it is believed that tbe day is uot far 
distant when a range will be worth dol- 
lar for dollar the number of cattle it cun 
nccommodate, 


SHEEP HCSBANDKY. 


The sheep business is iua prosperous 


condition and there are 500,000 sheep 
ou the ranges. Mutton sheep are val- 
ued at $2 per bead, and lambs at $1 50. 
The average annual increase is 80 per 
cent. The wool clip averages (5 pounds, 
aud good Nevada wool brings 16 cents 
per pound. There are no dry seasons 
here for sheep, and each year will wit- 
ness a marked increase in this impor- 
tant, permanent and profitable indus- 
try. 


CONCLUSION. 


Nevada is not by any means a "played 


out mining camp," as some of tbe great 
New York dailies endeavor to make it 
appear. She is rich in all the precious 
minerals, has cattle upon a thousand 
hills, and sheep with fleece us white as 
snow. 
The climate is perfectly lovely, 


and cannot be excelled, and ns the sea- 
sous come and go they are regretted and 
welcomed. 
Ten 
thousand 
children 


bless the public schools, and good soci- 
ety is enjoyed by all adults. The cost 
of maintaining a Slate Government, in- 
cluding all expenditures for public 
charities and public schools, does not 
exceed $250,000 per annum, and if the 
actual property of the State was as- 
sessed at anywhere near its cash value 
tbe rate of State taxation would not bo 
twenty cents on each $100. The people 
of Nevada are hardy and bravo. They 
aek no sympathy from thair neighbors. 
They will carve their own way to pros- 
perity and aid and usxist others as they 
pursue their journey.
